SUMMARY: FRG CONVENED SUBPROJECT MEETING AT NATO 
HEADQUARTERS JUNE 5-6, ATTENDED BY REPS FROM FIVE OTHER 
PARTICIPATING ALLIED COUNTRIES (BELGIUM, CANADA, FRANCE, 
NETHERLANDS, U.S.), PLUS NATO SECRETARIAT. BELGIAN 
SUBPROJECT LEADER HAUSMAN ATTENDED MEETING OF FRG SUBPROJECT 
FOR FIRST TIME. UK REP ABSENT. IN GENERAL, FRG SUBPROJECT 
ASSUMED CONSIDERABLY MORE CONCRETE SHAPE AT THIS MEETING 
THAN HERETOFORE. DETAILS AND LIST OF ATTENDEES 
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BELOW. NEXT MEETING TENTATIVELY SET FOR DECEMBER 1974. 

END SUMMARY. 

1. MEETING CHAIRMAN ALBERT OF FRG MINISTRY OF TRANSPORT 
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OPENED MEETING BY ACKNOWLEDGING THAT THERE HAD BEEN NO 
REAL PROGRESS SINCE EARLIER FRG SUBPROJECT MEETING IN 
JULY 1973. HE STATED THAT THIS MEETING THEREFORE 
REPRESENTED A COMPLETELY NEW BEGINNING. 

2. THERE WAS CONSIDERABLE DISCUSSION TO DETERMINE 
MOST APPROPRIATE AND USEFUL PROCEDURE FOR PREPARING 
SUBPROJECT REPORT AND FOR SHARING OF WORK AMONG 
PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES. FRG PUSHED FOR FIRST DRAFT 
PREPARATION BY ALL PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES ON EACH 
CHAPTER OF DRAFT REPORT OUTLINE DISTRIBUTED BY FRG TO 
MEETING ATTENDEES. U.S. REP (BESHERS), SUPPORTED BY 
NATO SECRETARIAT, URGED PREPARATION BY FRG, AS LEAD 
COUNTRY OF FIRST DRAFT WHICH WOULD THEN BE CIRCULATED 
FOR EXTENSIVE REVIEW, COMMENT AND REVISION BY OTHERS. 

U.S. ALSO SUGGESTED THAT PARTICIPATES COUNTRIES AT 
THEIR OPTION SUBMIT PRELIMINARY VIEWS AND COMMENTS TO 
FRG, WHICH COULD INCORPORATE THESE IN FIRST DRAFT. THE 
PROCEDURE FINALLY ADOPTED WILL BE AS FOLLOWS: WORKING 
FROM PRESENT FRG OUTLINE ALL COUNTRIES WILL SUBMIT 
COMMENTARY, VIEW, AND SUGGESTIONS TO FRG BY OCTOVER 

1, 1974. FRG WILL PREPARE SUMMARY AND ANALYSIS OF 

THESE COMMENTS, AND THIS AMALGAMATED COMMENTARY WILL 

BE DISCUSSED AT SUBSEQUENT SUBPROJECT MEETING IN 

DECEMBER 1974. FOLLOWING DECEMBER SUBPROJECT MEETING 

FRG WILL UNDERTAKE PREPARATION OF COMPLETE DRAFT FOR CIRCULATION 

TO THER COUNTRIES FOR COMMENT, ETC. PRESUMABLY, FURTHER 

MEETINGS WILL BE INVOLVED. 

3. NEXT MEETING WAS TENTATIVELY FIXED FOR DECEMBER 
11-13, 1974, PREFERABLY IN LONDON BUT WITH BRUSSELS 
AS ALTERNATIVE SITE IF LONDON CANNOT BE ARRANGED. 

ON BEHALF U.S. AS PILOT COUNTRY, U.S. REP AGREED TO 
TAKE UP QUESTION OF MEETING WITH HMG AND AMEMBASSY 
LONDON AND REPORT BACK THROUGH NATO ON FEASIBILITY 
OF ARRANGEMENTS. IT WAS AGREED BY PARTICIPANTS 
THAT ENGLISH/FRENCH INTERPRETERS WOULD NOT BE A 
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NECESSITY, BUT THAT INTERPRETATION EQUIPMENT, I.E., 

A BOOTH, MICROPHONES, ETC., WOULD BE REQUIRED. AS 
IT HAS THUS FAR, FRG WOULD PROVIDE ENGLISH/GERMAN 
INTERPRETERS TO MEET REQUIREMENTS OF ITS OWN DELEGATION. 

4. WITH EXCEPTION OF UK, SAME COUNTRIES REPRESENTED 
THIS TIME AS AT PREVIOUS FRG SUBPROJECT MEETING
